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EVICTION DAY. 


Homestead Strikers Leaving the 
Company’s Houses. 


Families Forced to Hunt Ne 
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© HOSTILE DEMONSTRATION BY ANY 
OF THE EVICTED. 


en. Snowden Denies Responsibility for 
the Iams Outrage-—Story of a Work- 
man Who Escaped From the Com- 
pany’s Mills—Chairman Frick Getting 
Well—Large Accessions to the Non- 
Union Forces—Situation in Detail 
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HOMESTFAD, Pa., July 30.—To-day looks 
like an April moving day in Homestead. All 
the wagons which can be secured are in use 
transporting the household effects of about 
sixty families out of company houses. In 
front ofeach door moving vans were drawn 
up and carried away furniture which had not 
been moved for years, as the tenants were 
old employes of the company. it was not 
necessary to use force to evict any of the oc- 
cupants, as they were ready to move into 
Other quarters in preference to re- 
turning to work at the com- 
pany’sterms. There was no hostile demon- 
stration made by any of the strikers 
and this was probably due more tothe pres- 
ence ofthe National Guard than to indiffer- 
ence on the part of the Homestead men. The 
houses areto be occupied by the non-union 
workmen as soon as theycan be putin good 
order. The charge is made by the mili people 
that during the last few daps the evicted ten- 
ants broke many windows and doors and 
otherwise destroyed property. Treasurer 
Curry said this morning that contracts for 
thirty-five houses ofthe new Carnegie ex- 
tension have been let and they will be rushed 
to completion as wapidly as pos- 
sible. Meanwhile arrangements have Deen 
made to accommodate 2,000 men 
inthe works. ‘lhere are now 873 men in the 
works, sixty -three baving arrived this morn- 
ing from Philadelphia, Cincinnat! and St. 
Louls. The six foremen in the mechanical 
departments, who went out last Monday be- 
cause their lives were in danger by locked- 
out men, applied for their positions again to- 
Gay, but were told their positions had been 
Dilied. ; 

‘ihe Advisory Committee is confident that 
by the middle of next week it can induce the 
men now working to come out. Just what 
the plan is to be pursued has not been made 
public, but a member stated that strong in- 
fluences were working towards tnat end, The 
Committee on Kellef makes visits several 
times a week to ali in need and they are 
promptly provided for. i 

Hugh VU’ Donnell’s mysterious raission East 
has not developed yet into any important 
phase inthe struggle, but the people place 
great faith in the result, though not thirty of 
them know where he is now, nor what he 
went for. Stories thathe has deserted are 
assiduously spread bya few enemies, but all 
the steel-workers indignantiy repel the 
calumnies. 

This would bea pay day at the mill, and 
the men recall it to one another on the street 
witha grim humor. They are not much de- 
pressed, however. 


WORK RESUMED. 


LARGE ACCESSIONS TO THE NON-UNION FORCE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 30.—Mr. Frick passed 
a very comfortable night, sleeping nearly 
the entire night. Heate heartily this morn- 
ing. His improvement has been so rapid and 
satisfactory that no complications are 
feared. The force of non-union men at 
Homestead grows daily. Preparations to 
start the Union City mills continue, and the 
Anarchists will be heard before Judge Gripp 
this afternoon. These events, with the 
threatening letters received by the Carnegie 
officials, are the developments this morning 
in the great industrial battle begun just a 
month and a day ago. 

Karly this morning the tug Tide mace a 
trip to Homestead and carried about forty 
non-union men, together with enough pro- 
“visions for a regiment. She wili take up 
more men. These accessions increase the 
number of men in the Homestead mill to 950 
and the officials claim 1,000 wili be there by 9 
o’clock to-night. The class of men most 
needed are those with skill and laborers, 
There are too many mechanics there now. 
No new departments will be started to-day, 
but on Monday morning furnaces will be 
blown in and the entire mill, if possible, put 
on double turn. 

STRIKERS AGGRESSIVE. 

The strikers are still aggressive at Home. 
stead. An oil scout, named Smith, of Pitts- 
burg, was rounded up last evening by the 
strikers’ cavalry potrol and roughly treated 
until he reached the military pickets. The 
strikers suspected he was guiding a colony 
of non-unionists to Homestead, but Smith’s 
business was private. 

Nothing developed at the city mills this 
morning. Asquad of police went through 
the plant and left more guards stationed at 
the entrances. Supt. Dillonis preparing to 
fill his threat of placing 800 men at work and 
the strikers will resist. This attitude fur- 
mished the reason for ordering out more 
guards. 

The workmen at Beaver Falls, where the 
other sympathy strike Is on, last night heid 
@ monster gathering there, and goodand 
bad speeches were made by Amalgamated 
leaders and some Homestead strikers, but 
neither Hugh O’Donnell or Burgess McLuckie 
were there, as promised. The mystery of 
O’Donnell’s whereabouts is as deep as ever, 
rein many people suppose him to bein 
New York. 

The strikers at Duquesne have been paid 
off, but nothing was said to them about being 
dismissed. The company will attempt to 
start the steel rail mills on Monday with non- 
union workmen, according tocommon gossip. 

The ttfreatening letters which high offictals 
of the Carnegie Steel Co., among them Sec- 
retary Lovejoy anid Vice-Chairman J. G. A. 
Leischmann have received, printed 
in rea 7 and promis- 
ing death, have had the effect of stimulating 
the vigilance of the two guardsat the Fifth 
avenue entrances tothe offices. Nowno per- 
son who 100ksS at all suspicious is allowed to 
loiter inthe vicinity and dozens of people 
have been stopped atthe door. There is al- 
mosta network of picket lines surround- 
ing Mr. Frick’s residence, and an Anarchist 
hota havea hard time breaking through 

1em, 

The Carnegie officials will take no active 
part in the prosecution of the anarchistic 
accomplices of Berkman, whose hearing will 
occur to-day, but their feeling is shown by 
Secretary Lovejoy’s remark: ‘‘Asa matter 
of safety for the public we think they should 
be kept in jail for a time.’’ 

It is intimated in pone headquarters that 
the magistrate will fix the bail so high that 
their friends cannot furnish it, even though 
the lawyers retained protest against this 
method of keeping them prisoners.

LIKE A CAGE, 


STORY OF A MAN WHO ESCAPED FROM THE 
MILL. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 30.—Three men, J. R. 
Evans, residing at McDonough P. O., Del.; 
John A. Miller of 202 Market street, Phila- 
delphia, and Hugh Sweeney,a union com- 
positor residing in New York, after staying 
two or three days in the Homestead mill, de- 
cided to leave. All three of them have very 
interesting stories to tell of their experiences 
while In the works, but probably the best 
account is given by Sweeney. 

Sweeney says he has decided to beat his 
way from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, but 
learned on Tuesday that the Carnegie Steel 
Co. were furnishing free transportation he 
went to 11ll Arch street and secured a pass 
from a man by the name of Abbey. 

**On reaching the mill,’’ said Sweeney, 
*‘*my companion and myself became dissatis- 
fed and wanted to leave. When we ap- 


proached the guard he told us that we would 
have to get a pass from Mr. Potter. That 
gentieman refused to furnish the permit to 
leave, So we put our wits together to devisea 
scheme whereby we could escape. 
*‘*Yesterday morning while the men were 
at breakfast three of us sneaked out into the 
yard, climbed overthe back fence and ran 
down the railroad track. There is little or no 
work going on inside the mill, 
mill wasin operation yesterday and made 
ninety-eight bars. They seemed to be very 
good from what I heard the bosses say. The 
armor plate mill was aiso running, but no 
other actual work was being done. 
all, from thirty to forty men were 
at work making iron or steel. 
About 100 men were at work erecting 
sheds, bunks and cook houses “(for 
the mentolivein. There were in ail 700 men 
in the mill, but nearly all of them were walk- 
ing around doing nothing. About 500 of them 
were Hungarians, Alot of machinery was 
in operation, but no work was being done. 
A number of men were at work cutting up 
defective beams td beused as scrap in the 
open hearth department. The open hearth 
department was not In operation. F 
‘*When we went into the mill we were 
offered overalls, a ‘jumper’ jacket and cap, 
but we did not want to work and did not 
take them. They get you to put on the 
overalls and take your own clothes from 
you. Thena man who goes out of the mill 
is marked, and as most of the men are 
ignorant foreigners they are afraid they 
would be set upon and killed if they 
appeared on the street in those clothes. 
A large number ofthem would try to escape 
if it were not for that fact. Many, however, 
do not Know that there isastrikein progress. 
They are actually ignorant of what is going 
on. The company stick a pipe in their 
mouth, a paper of tobacco in their clothes 
and put three good meals a day into their 
stomachs and they are content. Among the 
more intelligent class there isa growing de- 
sire to get out of the place. It is like a 
cage.’’ 


RETURNED FROM THE WAR. 


GEN. SNOWDEN INTERVIEWED ON THE SITUA- 
TION AT HOMESTEAD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 29.—Maj.-Gen. 
Snowden anda number of members of his staff 
returned to Philadelphia to-day from Home- 
stead, and unless the situation there becomes 
very serious the General will remain here, 
In an interview he said: 

‘*There are few people in Philadelphia who 
understand accurately the condition ofaf- 
fairs at Homestead at present, or what it has 
been recently. There has been a practical 


press censorship out there, and the newspa- 
per correspondents have actually been pre- 
vented from describing accurately the condi- 
tion of affairs.’’ 

‘‘Isthe present mflitary force at Home- 
stead sufficient to preserve order?’’ 

‘*Unquestionably; when the division was 
ordered out there, there were prospects of 
the same revolutionary methods at Pitts- 
burg, Braddock and other places in that 
section. These threatening signs outside of 
Homestead have disappeared and the 
regiments of the Second Brigade are now 
sufficient to attend to the trouble in that 

lace.’’ 

r **Do you think the trouble is over?’’ 

‘‘By nomeans. It is just possible, if the 
stay of the Second Brigade is prolonged, that 
other regiments may be called upon tore- 
lieve them, and the First Brigade or some of 
its regiments may be called out again. 
Such of the strikers as are on the 
ground now, for many of them have 
disappeared, are full of threats and it is com- 
mon to hear men declare that as soon as the 
soldiers leave they will have the lives of any 
men who hold their places in the woras. 
Philadelphians can hardly appreciate the 
actual communism of these people. They be- 
lieve that the works are theirs quite as much 
as they are Carnegie’s, and it is obvious how 
this sentiment renders settlement of the 
trouble difficult. The ultimate result will be, 
I believe, that the owners of the works will 
regain and operate them with men of their 
own choosing.’’ 

‘‘It is reported that you may be made de- 
fendant in any prosecution that may be 
brought in the Iams affair?’’ 

‘*So.[ have read in the papers, but know 
nothing else about it. I think Ihave ex- 
plained myself perfectly in that matter. 
When the offense of Private lams was re- 
ported tome lordered that he be disgraced 
and drummed out of the regiment. it was 
not my province, nor was it necessary for 
me to write an essay instructing Col. Streator 
howa soldier guilty of sucha crime should 
be disgraced. That matter could safely be 
left in Col. Streator’s hands. As to the na- 
ture of the punishment, I was ignorant of 
that until it had been inflicted, but I have my 
own opinion as tothe character of the pun- 
ishment that should be meted outto a sol- 
dier guilty of treason in thetime of actual 
revolution.’’ . 


REPORTS EXAGERTED. 
WILMINGTON, Del., July 30.—Col. John 
Gormley returned from Pittsburg and Home. 
stead this morning. He states that many of 
reports from Homestead are exaggerated; 
that to all appearances the strikers are 


peaceful. They spend the time in playing 
base ball and enwaging in various other 
amusements. The men who had guns in thetr 
hands and fired on the Pinkertons have dis- 
appeared as they feared the heavy fines. ‘‘I 
am positive,’’ said the Colonel, ‘*that the 
men will all be at work in their old places be- 
fore another week passes, although they will 
have to sacrifice O’Donnell, McLuckieand a 
dozen others who will never be taken back.’’ 


SNOWDEN CRAWLING OUT. 


DENIES RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE IAMS OUT- 
. RAGE.

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 27, 1892. 


To the Editor of the Herald: 


In view of your letter of the 26th inst., 1 write to 
say that Private Jams was suspended by the thumbs 
without my knowledge or concurrence. I have had 
no occasion officially to express approval or diap- 
proval of it, and Ihave not done so. A _ report of 
the circumstances after they bad occurred was made 
to me and Il was asked what disposition would be 
made of the man, when lordered: “‘Discharge him 
from the service in disgrace; drum him out of camp 
and send him home,’’ ou will observe that the 
manner of sending him off, outside of drumming 
him out, is not prescribed. I have authority sum- 
marily to Gischarge enlisted men, but no disqualifi- 
cation follows. sober-minded people will remem- 
ber that the punishment inflicted was inthe face of 
revolution, treasonandanarchy Very respectfully,

New YorK, July 80.—It looks as if Most and 
Masur might go unpunished for the fiery 
utterances published in the current numbers 
of their respective papers, the Freiheit and 
Der Anarchist. Henry B. Staples, who is act- 
ing District Attorney in the absence of De-

lancy Nicoll, ordered that the leading articles 
in the two papers should be translated, that 
he might determine what course to pursue, 
Mr. Staples said yesterday: 

‘*We hope that some law applicable to these 
cases may be found. If we are successful the 
matter will be laid promptly before the 
Grand-jury.’’ 

Several lawyers declared that no section of 
the penal code would cover the anarchistic 
publications. Among them were Benjamin 
Steenhardt of Howe & Hummel, Senator 
Jacob.Cantor and Pat A. McManus. Senator 
Cantor went carefully through the section 
and then acknowledged that he found no 
clause that would fit the case.

Death Claimed Congressman Alexander 
E. Craig. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 30.—Alexander K. 
Craig, a member of Congress from the Twen- 
ty-fourth District, died at his home in Clays- 
ville, Wasbington County, at 9 o’clock last 
night. The deceased had been in delicate 
health for several weeks. His condition, 
however, was not serious until yesterday 
morning, when his physician announced that 
he could not recover. 

Congressman Craig wasanative of Wash- 
ington County. During all his life he was an 
active Democrat, but was little known out- 
side of his own county until he was nomin- 


ated for Congress against Col. Andrew Stew- 
art two yearsago. On the face ofthe returns 
at the general election Col. Stewart was vic- 
torious, but Mr. Craig contested the election 
and was awarded the seat by the Elections 
Committee of Congress, and Stewart was up- 
seated.

ENTIRE CITY IN DANGER. 


Fire Threatens a Maryland Town With 
Complete Destruction. 


CAMBRIDGE, Md., July 30.—At this hour 
(1:30 p.m.)the whole town is threatened 
witha large conflagration which started in 
Handsley’s livery stable. The flames spread 
to the Fox and Maryland Central Hotels ad- 
joining. The offices of the Cambridge 
Chronicle and the News are in the midst of the 
flames. Aid has been asked from Salisbury, 
Md., and Wilmington, Del., Fire Depart- 
ment. The flames are spreading rapidly, 
and the whole business portion of the town 
appears to be doomed. 


AID SENT FROM WILMINGTON. 

WILMINGTON, Del., July 30.—The following 
message was received here early this after- 
noon from Cambridge, Md. 

To Mayor of Wilmington: 

Send two fire engines with hose, big fire here. Our 
steamer disabled. Have telegraphed Holliday, 
Supintendent Delaware Railroad, to have train in 
readiness. Whole town in danger. 

(Signed) WARREN MUNDAY, Mayor. 

Chief Shields at once ordered out two fire 
companies with their apparatus, boarded the 
waitingtrain at 1:30 p. m. and started for 
Cambridge. Cambridgeis the metropolis of 
the eastern shore of Maryland and has a 
population of 4,200. It is the county town of 
Dorchester County and the terminus of Sea- 
ford & Dorchester Branch of the Delaware & 
Hudson and distant from Wilmington 117 
miles. 


IN ASHES. 


Destruction of the Toledo Electric Light 
Piant—Other Fires. 


ToLrepo, O., July 30.—The main plant of 
the Toledo Electric Light Works on St. Clair 
street was destroyed by fire shortly after 56 
o'clock this morning. The building is a 
total wreck and the loss will 
be about $6,500, which is fully 
covered by insurance. The loss on 


machinery and fixtures is $68,500, with $55,000 
insurance. Over haifofthecity was lighted 
by these works and that portion of the city 
will suffer some temporary inconvenience in 
consequence ofthe fire. It is not yet known 
whether the company will rebuild, as they 
have been negotiating forasite for an en- 
tirely new establishment in another locality. 
The fire was Caused by the crude petroleum 
of the fire under one of the boilers. 


LIVERY STABLE BURNED. 
WALBRIDGE, M4d., July 30.—At 11:30 o’clock 
this morning Handley’s livery stable caught 
fire.. The stable was quickly consumed. A 
fine trotting horse was lost along with the 


carriages and hay. The flames spread 
to the stables of the Fox Hotel 
and thence to the hotel. At this 
hour (12:25) the town is threatened with de- 
struction. The Fire Department is helpless, 
owing to the steam engine being out of or- 
der. Mayor Mundy has telegraphed to Wil- 
mington, Del., and Salisbury, Md., for en- 
gines. Salisbury has replied, saying that 
the entire department will be sent.

DECLARED INSANE 


Verdict of the Jury in the Alice 
Mitchell Case. 


A DANGEROUS LUNATIC WHO SHOULD 
BE CONFINED.

Charge of Judge Dubois Covering the 
Case—Present Insanity the Only Mat- 
ter on Trial—Criminal Proceedings 
Are Barred-To Be Confined in the 
Bolivar Asylum, 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jaly 30.—The court-room 
was well filled this morning in anticipation 
of Judge Duboi’s charge tothe jury in the 
Alice Mitchell case. _But few ladies were 
present, the female contingent evidently 
having lost interest in the case after the close 
of Miss Mitchell’s testimony and which prac- 
tically closed the case so far as further 
developments of any kind were concerned. 
Miss Mitchell appeared more cheerful than 
usual and looked much brighter. She was 
dressed in the same becoming black costume 
which she has worn since the trial com- 
menced., 

Judge Dubois read his charge tothe jury. 
He gave a detailed statement of the case,and 
stated that the plea of present insanity filed 
therein was the issue on trial. He read the 
statute with reference to the confinement of 
a lunatic inthe State Asylum, and on recoy- 
erv the return of the person to the county for 
trial on the original indictment and forthe 
crime committed. The jury was not cailed 
upon to decide whether or ndt the defendant 
had sufficient understanding to know right 
from wrong, but whether she has mental 
capacity to engage in the defense of 
the case and fo to trial. The 
jury is sworn to inguire only whether the de- 
fendant Is at present insane and not whether 
she was insane at thetime ofthe murder of 
Freda Ward, nor whether she was or was not 
guilty of the crime charged. There is no dif- 
ference between insanity and unsoundness of 
mind except that unsoundness of mind Its the 
legal phrase, The question for the consider- 
ation of the jury Is, is the defendant in sucha 
state of mind as not to be abie to understand 
her condition so as to be able to 
make a proper defense at the trial? 
Ifsheiscapable of rightly comprehending 
her own condition and making a proper de- 
fense she is not insane under the rules of 
law, andthe law presumes all people sane 
and of sound mind. The opinions of experts 
and others are to be only considered by the 
jury. If insanity is alone estabilshed the 
legal presumption is that it continues to 
exist until proof is shown of recovery. 
Hereditary insanity must be sustained by 
proof and must not De assumed. 

Judge Dubois discussed fetgned insanity 
and warned the jury to examine into it closely. 
The jury must determine frymthe proof in 
this case whether the Cefendant Is really 
insane or is feigning insanity, Thejury must 
give the evidence a fair and impartiai consid- 
eration; must inquireinto the mental condi- 
tion of the defendant and finda verdict ac- 
cordingly. 

The jury took the papers and retired for 
consultation, and giter being out twenty 
minutes returned to the couvrt-room and, tn 
response to Judge Dubois’ inquiry, ‘*Gen- 
tlemen ofthe jury, have you agreed upona 
verdict?’’ handed in the following, which 
was read by the Clerk: 

We, the jury. fina the defendant. Miss Alice 
Mitchell, insane, and that it would endanger the 
peace of the community to set her at liberty. 

M. C. GALLOWAY, Foreman. 

When the verdict was read bythe Clerka 
troubled and sad expression passed over the 
face of the defendant, and she looked as if 
she was about to cry, but on being congratu- 
lated by her relatives she again began smil- 
ing, and was conducted from the court-room 
back to the jail. 

Nothing now remains to do except to make 
out a transcript of the record and send the 
defendant to the West Tennessee branch of 
the State lunatic asylunrat Bolivar, which 
will be done in a few days. 

should she be released as sane at any time 
shecan be then placed upontrial on tae 
charge of murder, as she was only tried as to 
her mental unsoundness at the time ef her 
trial, the question as to her mental condition 
at the time of the commission of the homicide 
not being touched.

DRUNKEN CONGRESSMEN, 


Mr. Watson Explains the Allusions He 
Made in His Book. | 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30,—The names 
of the members of Congress who Mr. Wat- 
son of Georgia had in his mind when he wrote 
in his book about drunken Oongressmen on 
the floor of the House did not come out 
this morning in the investigation . of 
the special committee appointed yesterday 
to inquire into the charges made by Mr. Wat- 
son. Mr. Watson wasthe first witness. He 
said he knew enough to substantiate the 


charges he had made. 

He would regret to mention names and 
would only under compulsion. He had in 
mind two members present during the de- 
bate on the siver bill at a night session early 
in March, when he wrote members about 
reeling about the floor of the 
House fn a state of intoxication, The phrase 
‘‘drunken speakers debating grave ques- 
tions’’ referred to one speaker on one occa- 
sion ohly—the Noyes-Rockweli debate. In 
his opinion that speaker was ina state of 
maudlin intoxication. 

In front of the speaker was a cup and 
saucer. Itscontents were replenished sev- 
eral times and it was noted the more 
he drank the more he wandered in 
his argument. Mr. Watson testified that 
he heard the speaker say to a _ page: 
‘*Bring me more of that stuff—that whisky.’’ 
That gentleman witness regarded as a lov- 
able and honorable man, and one whono 
doubt regretted the occurrence as much as 
one possibly could. Mr. Watson added 
he would not shrink from mentioning 
names if forced tothe issue. His hesitation 
came from a desire to shield the persons con- 
cerned, 

Chairman Boatner said that the committee 
would consider whether or not it would ask 
for names. 

Representative Otis of Kentucky said he 
had seen evidences of intoxication on the 
part of members on two occasions. Asked 
about the degree of intoxication of the mem- 
ber addressing the House while under the in- 
fluence of Uquor, witness said: ‘*‘He was 
pretty wellset.up. I thought the longer he 
proceeded the worse he grew. Witness told 
Representative Simpson that most certainly 
he had noticed drinking habits onthe part 
of members. Coming from a prohibition 
State it was perhaps more noticeable than it 
would have been otherwise. 


Miss Dwyer, Congressional reporter of the 
National Economist, corroborated the previous 
witness as tO a& member undér_ the 
influence of liquor addressing the 
House. In regard to a general 
question from kKepresentative Simpson, 
Mr, White said that he had not seen anythin 
to make him think that a great number o 
members were drinking while on the floor of 
the House. 

Representative Halvorsen of Minnesota 
and Mr. Butler of lowa each testified that on 
one or two occasions he had 
seen a single member drunk in 
the aisle. On another occasion a 
man was drunk when addressing the House. 
Mr. Butler added another instance to those 
mentioned by naming the silver debate anda 
pension night as the times of drunkenness. 

Mr. Butler testified that he had seen only 
four members drunk during the session. 

tepresentative Shellof South Carolina and 
Representative Clover of Kansas each testi- 
fled that he had seen only one instance 
of intoxication in the House. 

Representative Davis of Kansas corrobor- 
ated the testimony of previous witnesses as 
to two or three instances of drunkenness on 
the fioor of the House. He thought one oc- 
casion was when a local bill Was up.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—TNe attend- 
ance of Senators to-day in the Senate 
chamber ts below the quorum point, but at- 
tention has not beencalled tothe fact and 
routine business has been proceeded with.

Gladstone’s:Life Imperiled by ‘Sudden 
Illness. 


GRAVITY! OF HIS CONDITION CONCEALED | 


BY HIS FRIENDS. 


While Talking With Callers He Was 


Seized With a Fainting Spell—Corfined | 


to His Bed-—-A Scandalous Career in 
Court—Insurrectionin China—Foreign 
News. 


Lonpon, July: 30.—Great consternation has 
been caused in the Liberal ranks by the news 
of Mr. Gladstone’s illness, which, it is feared, 
is serious. When Mr. Gladstone arrived in 
London he looked well and hearty and his 


friends felt assured that he would be able to 


take, witha firm hand, the reins of govern- 
ment. When it became known to-day that 
Mr. Gladstone was suffering from a chill, 
there was general surprise and anxiety, and 
the anxiety was increased when it became 
known tbat visitors would not be received, 
Various stories are afloat as to the 
origin of his illness. It is stated 
that last evening while talking 
with some friends he staggered and 
nearly fainted. He was at once removed to 
a lounge and soon afterward retired to rest. 
This moraoing his condition had not improved 
and he showed symptoms of a serious chill, 
At noon it was reported that Mr. Gladstane 
was stillin bed. Thereisa general impres- 
sion that heis more seriously ill than the 
public have been permittea to know.  Al- 
though the Liberals are evidertly excfted 
and apprehensive, some of them are 
making an effort to minimize the importance 
of the leader’s illness. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour has written a letter to his 
supporters stating that the debate on the ad- 
dress would begin on the 8th of August. 


FROM CHINA. 


INSURRECTION CAUSED BY 
EXTORTION. 

VICTORIA, British Columbia, July 30.—The 
Canadian Pacific Co. steamship, Empress of 
India, brings news ofa serious insurrection 
in Fatshan, China, caused by the extortions 
of the Chinese customs officers. It seems that 
customs officials have recently been imposing 
fresh exactions from timeto time until the 
capacity of the people became exhausted and 
a general anti-customs war was declared. 
Many large commercial houses suspended 
business and the streets were crowded with 
excited people, vowing vengeance on the 
customs authorities. No boats with cargoes 
were allowed toland. Soldiers guarded the 
custom-houses and had several encounters 
with the people. On June 28 several people 
were killed and hundreds wounded. Fearing 
that there would be a general lootingof the 
town Consul-General Waters, representing

AN ACT OF WAR. 


THE SPANISH GUNBOAT PILAR FIRED ON BY 
MOORS. 

Maprip, July 30.—The Spanish gunboat 
Pilar while cruising along the coast of Mor. 
occo was fired upon by a party of Moors on 
shore. Immediately upon the firing of the 
first shot the commandér of the gunboat 
hoisted the Spanish flag, thinking that the 
ex- 
pecting thatit would cease as soonas the 
nationality of his vessel was made Known. In 
this, however, he was disappointed, for no 
sooner did the Moors see the flag than the 
firing became more vigorous. Thereupon the 
commander ordered the fireto be returned, 
and foratimea brisk cannonade was kept 
up between the vessel and the shore. The 
course ofthe gunboat was changed soas to 
bring her nearer the shore and render the fire 
more effective. The Moors held their ground 
until the vessel neared the shore, when they 
fied precipitately. 


CLOVIS BONAPARTE, 


HIS SCANDALOUS CAREER AGAIN BEFORE THE 
COURTS. 


LONDON, July 30.—The scandalous career of 
Clovis Bonaparte, the illeritimate but legal- 
ly acknowledged son of the late Prince Louis 
Lucien Bonaparte, is again before the courts. 
Bonaparte having sued his discarded wife, 
Rosalie, forthe annulment of their marriage 
on the ground that she had a husband living 
atthetime of the marriage. The suit has 
been instituted by Bonaparte in order to re- 
lieve himself fromthe charge of bigamy, as 
set forth in the petition filed in the Probate, 
Divorce and Admiralty Division by Mme. 
Rosalie Bonaparte, who asks for the dissolu- 
tion of her marriage with Bonaparte on the 
ground that on Oct. 14, 1891, after her mar- 
riage tohim, he married Laura Elizabeth 
Scott. Bonaparte’s suit for nullity is an 
answer tothis suit. He claims that she was 
never legally divorced from her former hus- 
band, a Mr. Magone. The case is still on. 


CANADA AND THE CANALS. 


A DOMINION OFFICIAL EXPRESSES HIS INDIGNA- 
TION. 


TORONTO, Ont., July 30.—Mr. H. B. Wilson, 
Inspector of Canals, isin town. He is very 
outspoken in his opinion that the threatened

ing policy of the United States throughout.

Heury J. Kortjohn Loses His Temper in 
the Criminal Court. 


BE DENOUNCES ACTION IN THE BAR- 
THEL CASE AS OUTRAGEOUS. 


He Refers to a Supposed Attempt to Have 
Mr. M. C. Barthel Plead Guilty to En- 
bezzlement as “The Biggest Piece of 
Ecoundrelism’’ He Ever Heard Of-— 
Clergymen Severely Criticised. 


Another sensational scene was enacted in 
the Criminal Court this morning. When this 
court was about to adjourn Mr. Henry J. 
Kortjonn, an attorney, stepped forward 
and asked what disposition had 
been made of the three cases of 
embezzlement against M. C, Barthel, the ex- 
manager of the Concordia Publishing Co. 
Judge Normile answered that the matter was 
set for next Monday. 

Mr. Kortjohn said that a conspiracy was on 
foot to perpetrate an unprece- 
dented outrage in the Criminal Court. 
Undue influence had been. used to have bim 
and Mr. Wm. E. Fisse discharged as Mr. 
Barthel’s attorneys. Their client had been 
declared insane and, although the Probate 
Court had afterwards adjudged him restored 
to reason, this action was taken against the 
protests of the medical experts who had 
passed upon his case and nota single physi- 
cian had pronounced him restored to reason. 
Notwithstanding that this was the situation 
of affairs, the directors of the Concordia 
Publishing Co. were trying to get himto 
plead guilty inthe Criminal Court, As the 
rightful representative of Mr. Barthel, he 
and Mr. Fisse wished to protest against 
**this unlawful proceeding.’’

The Fashionable Kind Now Were Rejected 
a Few Years Aco. 


**Here,’’ said the jeweler to a New York 
Herald man, ‘‘is a lemon diamond. I’ll bet 
as much as you please you don’t know any- 
thitg about lemon diamonds.’’ 

‘If you bet that you win,’’I replied, ‘‘for 
I never heard of them before.’’ 

‘**The Icmon diamond,’’ he proceeded, ‘‘is 
of the exact shade of the outside peelofa 
lemon. It isn’t yellow or orange; it is just 
lemon-colored. It isthe fashionable stone 
of theday, andit is sold as hbigh as $00a 
carat, being a little more rare than the biue 
diamond. 

‘*Thirty years ago a blue or lemon-colored 
diamond was rejected as ‘off color’ by ala- 
mond merchants and disposed of as inierior 
stock at the rate of $15 or $20acarat. To-day 
they rank as high as the white stones, 
though tomy way of thinking the white 
diamond, which is nothing more or less than 
the fac simile of a drop of pure. sparkling 
water, is the finest on earth. Put one of 
these stones ina glass of spring water and 
you won’t beable to find It, so closely it re- 
sembles the water. 

**It’s a popular fallacy that the size of the 
diamond counts most. It doesn’t. lcan sell 
you a diamond weighing one carat for $30, 
$35, $40, and at $5 advance on those prices all 
the way up to $500 a carat. I once owneda 
stone weighinga carat and a quarter that I 
bought in London for $5650. 

**The big stones of the common sort are 
worth only the same price as the small ones, 
Thus a twenty-carat stone of the $30 per 
carat variety will be worth only $600. Buta 
twenty-carat stone of the kind that is valved 
at $500 for the single carat would be sold for 
3100 ,000,

A CURIOUS RAILWAY RELIC, 


Specimen of the First Passenger Ticket in 
Use on the Railroads.

Among various trophies secured by Chief 
Smith of the transportation department 
aguring a recent visit to Europe is asmall 
brass pocket piece resembling an ordinary 
baggage check, which is worth a at deal 
more than its weight in gold.. It is of octagon 
shape and on ope side is stamped the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘L. & 8. Railway’’ ‘‘Bagworth, No. 29.’’ 
On the opposite side the number is re- 
peated. This fortunately preserved relic 
represents the kind and form of tickets in use 
in 1882 for *‘open-carriage passengers’'on the 
Leicester & Swannington Rallway. 

The distance covered by the main line was 
a trifle over sixteen miles, and the passenger 
fares charged were 1% pence per mile. 
There was one Class only, and passengers 
stood up in an open carriage, generally 
known as a tub, which was nothing better 
than a high-sided goods wagon, having no 
top, no seats, no spring buffers.

ELECTRICAL MATTERS. 


New Uses to which the Subtle Fluid Is 
Applied. 


It appears from a French patent granted 
Aug. 7, 1852, to Dr. Albert Sonnenberg of 
Bremen, Germany, that the magneto-electric 
machine and accessories forming the subject 
matter of this patent had actually been used 
to produce a current for killing whales. Ac- 
cording to descriptions the harpoon line car- 
ried a conducting wire connected with an 
electro-magnet whose one pole furnished cur- 
rent by this means to the harpoon and whose 
other pole was in electrical connection with 
the metaliic bottom of the boat, thus com- 
pleting the circuit through the sea water, 
The account of this pioneer method of elec- 
tric execution adds that ‘‘when the harpoon 
is launched into the whale the circult Is con- 
pleted, and the electric fluid passes through 
the body of the whale and the latter receives 
at each rotation of the machine twelve heavy 
shocks, andas the machine can make one 
turn per second the whale will receive 720 
shocks per minute, of such a force as to stun 
or render the whale unconscious.’’ 

There are no overhead wires ut the World’s 
Fair Grounds. Animmense conduit, six and 
one-half feet square, has been built directly 
under Machinery Hall, running across the 
grounds slightly below the surface tothe 
electrical Dullding, from which branches are 
carriedtothe other sections of the exhibit. 
Arms are to be carried on both sides of this 
conduit just long enoughgto leave space in the 
center for aman towalk through conven- 
lently whenever it is necessary to inspect the 
wires or make any repairs.

Nevertheless, either from the com- 
parative cheapness of the trolley system or 
its more pronounced success up to the pres- 
ent time, it seems to monopolize the atten- 
tion of the large manufacturing companies 
to the exclusion of its more theoretically 
perfect rivals,

CATCHING TERRAPIN. 


A Clandestine Industry, at This Time of 
the Year, of the Chincoteaguers. 


From the Philadelphfa Press. 

When you see two or three men pulling ou 
in small boats from Chincoteague, Va., at 
this season, armed with stout sticks, large 
bags, and small nets, you may guess that 
they are going after terrapin. The native 
term to describe the sport or business sounds 
much like ‘‘turpentine,’’ though it is more 
nearly represented by the spelling 
‘‘tarp’nin.’’ Cautious persons use one or 
another euphonism instead of plain tarp’nin, 
because the laws of Virginia forbid the tak- 
ing of terrapin at this season of the year, and 
aithough restrictive laws sit Ightly upon 
Chincoteague, there 1s always the possibility 
of prosecution. 

The skilifulterrapin catcher knows where 
to expect his game by the appearance of the 
marsh which the cretures inhabit. Lying off 
Chincoteague at varying distances are nar- 
row ribbons of vivid green marsh, some 
edged with oyster beds, where at low tide 
thousands of oysters are In full view.and all 
swarming in season with various kinds of 
Salt-water fowl. Just at this season you 
hear the always invisible marsh hen calling 
from the grass ofthis damp strip. Y¥ellow- 
legs, curlews and halfa dozen kinds ofducks 
are plentiful upon the marshes at one or an- 
Other time of year, and the eggs of water 
fowl are gathered here by the hundred, 

Chincoteaguers call these marshes the 
meadows, perhaps because their luxurious 
growth of salt grass gives them the appear- 
ance of rich pastures. When the island pas- 
tures are parched the native ponies some- 
times swim over tothe tempting greenery of 
the meadows,a temerity that the little horses 
may come later to repent, since a high tide 
might make the meadows an unpleasant place 
of residence. It is upon the meadows that 
most of the terrapins are caught. Students of 
terrapin nature say that the young terrapin 
as soon as hatched, takes to the mud and 
there lies buried for a year, At the end 
of that time the young terrapin comes 
out to take up the duties of 
active life and to encounter the 
perils of table delicacy. Theterrapin is the 
water lily of the animal kingdom,a delicious 
product of slimy ooze. Opportunities for 
studying the habits of the dlamond back are 
not of the best even here where his kind is 
abundant. When freshly caught terrapins 
are to be kepta season it is usual to diga 
hole, fill it with water,and then surround the 
hole and a snrall area of dry land with a 
tight fence. It is found that the captive ter- 
rapin hasan excellent appetite and at the 
approach of an attendant with food the 
creatures Come from their hiding place inthe 
mud and thrust greedy noses above the sur 
face of the water. One resident of Chinco- 
teague has chusen an odd way to study the 
terrapin. He placed a tiny terrapin. the size 
of two thum» nails, in a well some time ago, 
and is determined to keep him there so long 
as he continues to grow. 

There are many ways of cooking terrapin 
here inthe home of the creature, but none 
perhaps better than those practiced by the 
gourmets of Philadelphia, Baltimore and New 
Nork. A favorite method isto put the live 
and squirming terrapin into the oven and 
there to let him bake safely, shut in so that 
the sight of live tortures may not vex the 
conscience of the tender-hearted cook. When 
done the terrapin thus treated is served upon 
aplate. He for whom the delicacy is in- 
tended lifts the shell and seasons the savory 
mess according to his own taste,

Perpetual Activity of Young Men of 
Letters in France. 


Theodore Child in Harper’s Magazine. 

Philarete Chasles relates in his memoirs 
how one afternoon, as he was at work in his 
newspaper office, a young man with a mill- 
tary air, looking as boidasif he were golng 
to the wars, Knocked imperiously at the 
door, walked tn, sat down, and said, without 
further preamble: 

‘*Monsieur, lam Hugo.’’ 

Then, after handing to Chasles the famous 
yellow-covered book with the password ‘‘ill- 
erro’’ onthe title page,he asked himif he 
was on his side or not, and continued: 

‘*Monsieur, notonly are we going to change 
poetry, which needsa fundamental revolu- 
tion, but grammaralso. What do you think 
about our prosody? French prosody must be 
completely overhauled,.’’ 

Soitis in France, where neither centumes 
nor years count, but only minutes and sec- 
onds, the shock of contraries and the vio- 
lence of reaction. The French must always 
be fighting about something—even for Bol- 
leau against Ronsard, ana for Nonotte against 
Voltaire. Printers’ ink must smellof pow- 
der, otherwise life seems insipid and thought 
without any savor. Victor Hugo’s 
visit to Chasles is typical. The history of 
French literature is that of the perpetual 
storming of Paris Dya handfulof young ada- 
venturers whose object ts to demolish the ex- 
isting formule ofan always incomplete art, 
and to enthrone themselves victoriously ina 
new edifice which they propose to buiid upon 
the ruins. 

But no sooner has one set of innovators 
achieved success than another band 
begins to attack the victors of 
yesterday, and so battle follows bat- 
tle, and _ revolution follows revolu- 
tion, with the accompaniment of violent 
polemics, and ofenvy, hatred, and all un- 
charitableness, The documents, the exactl- 
tude, the experimentation, and the pro/essed 
scientific method of the naturalist evolution, 
which only a few years ago was proclaimed 
to be definitive, now sickens the elite. The 
cry at present tsfor golden-ringed dreams, 
or atany rate, forsomething new. Enough 
of the gross language of naturalism, its ig- 
noble ideas, its exclusive materialism!

THE CZAR’S YACHTS. 


Pleasure Boats cf the Russian Autocrat 
and His Spouse. 


From the Figaro. 

Emperor Alexander’s yacht, Pollarnaya 
Zvesda, or Polar Star, isthe largest pleasure 
boat that has ever been built. We might 
say that itisa marine palace. It 1s 800 feet 
long, draws i9feet and is 4,900 tons burden. 
The crew numbers 300 picked men, com- 
manded by Prince Chakhovskoy. The ser- 
vice is innumerable. An ideaof it may be 
formed by one single item—an orchestra of 
fifty musicians, always ready to charm and 
shorten the lengths ofthe journeys. But it 
must be said that! these are singularly 
abridged by the extraordinary speed of this 
splendid vessel. The Polar Star travels 
ordinarily at the rate of eighteen knots an 
hour. On hertrial trip she made nineteen 
anda half. She madethe recent trip from 
Cronstadt to Copenhagen in thirty-eight 
hours. 

The apartments ofthe Czar and the Em- 
press are of course on the starboard side, the 
place of honor. The two bedrooms are en 
suite, The first things that attract attention 
arethe height of the cellings and the im- 
mense size of the windows, and then tie in- 
comparable brilliancy of the woodwork. In 
the Czar’s study, or cabinet de travail, there 
isa writing desk that one might take fora 
beautiful casting oftortoise shells. It !s of 
maple and marvellously polished. A few 
family photographs, a copper image of Saint 
Alexander, and an image of Christ, form the 
only decoration of the bed chamber, The 
same simplicity in the rooms of the Czarina, 
The walls and furniture are of molesquine;

During the winter innumerable numbers, in 
favored localities, will be thus frozen and 
their dead bodies color the snow. 

Foot traiis upon the south and east sides of 
the mountains will, if it be a hard winter. be 
colored, for when the snow flea strikes a 
Gone trail through the snow millions upon 
millions of them never get out, but perish 
from the cold during the night. TBesiaes, a 
man with a good-sized foot might kill from 
1,000 to 10,000 of themevery step. The snow 
flea favors the south and east sides of the 
mountains, and it is there you will find the 
red snow. The non-observing will say there 
isnosuch thingas snow fleas, because they. 
have never seen them; but you can easily 
prove to them, if you will look upon the right 
kind of a day, that they do exist in countless 
numbers.

FATHER WILLIAM BRANTNER’S DEATH. 
The Church 


Pastor of St. Teresa’s 
Passe; Away Suddenly. 


Rev. Father Wiliiam Brantner, pastor of 
St. Teresa’s Church, No. 2415 North Grand 
avenue, died atthe parochial residence ad- 
joining the church, at 1:30 p. m. yesterday. 
The cause of death was apoplexy, super- 
induced by infammatory rheumatism, from 


which Father Brantner has_ suffered for 
ears. His death was anexpected so soon, 
ut it was nota compiete surprise because 
his affliction reached a_ serious stage 
several days ago. Father Brantner 
was 47 years age and was 
born in Sst. Louis. He 
atthe Catholic college thenin Carondelet 
and at Cape Girardeau. He then took the 
advanced theological course at Louvain, 
Belgium, where he wasthe tutor of several 
American Pepe. who at that time 
were studying English preparatory to their 
work on the American mission. Among 
these prelates was Archbishop Janssens of 
New Orleans. Father Brantner was or- 
dained for the St. Louis diocese at Louvain 
in 1868, anad had passed twenty-four 
years ofthe priesthood when death overtook 
him. His first appointment was as assistant 
atthe Cathedral. He was afterwards made 
assistant at St. John’s Church, and in 1876 he 
was made pastor of St. Teresa’s 
Church, The church was then in 
its infancy, and had been built 
by Father James O’Brien with a portion of 
the estate of Mr. Rafferty. Father Brantner 
has steadily advanced the church and parish 
toa position of prominence, so that he re- 
quired two assistants to attend to the spirit- 
ual wants ofhisfiock, Revs. J. N. KernandJ. 
Shields. The details of the funeral have not 
been completed, but it is decided that he 
shall be buried Monday morning. The funeral 
services will be held before the altar where 
he has so long offciated, and his brother 
priests will a®tend in largenumbers. His 
parishioners are grieved over their loss and 
will be,after Father Brantner’s aged mother, 
who resided with him, the chief mourners,

DANGER IN SEWERS, 


Ventilation Is Needed toInsure Against 
Explosions. 


SEWER COMMISSIONER SOUTHARD DIS- 
CUSSES THE MILL CREEK UPHEAVAL 


The City Will Not Be Safe From Such Ac- 
cidents Untila Plan of Ventilation Is 
Adopted—Franklin Avenue Property 
Owners Have Two Kicks—To Sell the 
Old City Hall 


Sewer Commissioner Southard stated this 
morning that by Monday next, if the river 
continued to fall, a trip would be taken 
trough the Mill Creek sewer ina boat to as- 
certain what damage, if any, was done to 
the sewer towards its opening into the river. 

‘*The thanks of the Sewer Department’’ 
he said, ‘‘are due to Supt. Duffy and Mr. 
Dickson of Gaylor’s force for their very effi- 
cient work. Idon’t Know what we could 
have done without the assistance we gained 
both from the Water and Sstreet Commis- 
sioner’s office. Asforthe Fire Department, 
you cannot thank them too strongly for their 
untiring efforts and the strenuous efforts 
they made in removing the debris.’’ 

Speaking of the condition of other sewers, 
whose openings are closed by the present 
high water, Mr. Southard said there was 
nothing to be done except totry to keep them 
sufficiently ventilated to avold further 
explosions. This seems to be the 
main fault with our present sewer system, 
and some steps should be taken at onceto 
remedy it. From a sanitary standpoint alone 
this measure should betaken, as no system 
of sewerage, however well designed, can be 
depended upon to fulfill its sanitary mission 
unless ithas combined with it a thorough 
system of ventilation, 

Chief Sanitary Officer Francis says that a 
large number of smaller towns in England 
had severe outbreaks of enteric fever caused 
solely by badly ventilated sewers. The 
problem of ventilation had been, he said, a 
difficult one tosolve, The erection of shafts, 
the connecting of the sewers with the 
chimneys and smoke stacks of factories, 
running small ventilating pipes up the lamp- 
posts,and a number of other devices resorted 
to did not give entire satisfaction. 

The only method which has worked suc- 
cessfully and met with general approval 
everywhere, is the system of manholes at 
short distances with grated tops. 

**People who object to have an openingin 
aseweronthe street, seem to forget that 
when that openingis closed the gasesin the 
sewer will force themselves up into drain 
pipes from houses and ultimately directly 
into the house itself. There are sO many 
traps in houses which have no back vent to 
them and hence get siphoned of all 
the water in them, that the gas 
from the sewer ascends the drain pipe 
just as if it were a flue and géts into sleeping- 
rooms to breed typhoid fever, diphtheriaand 
like diseases. The inconvenience of the 
smell from manholes of sewers must be 
borne as the lesser of thetwo evils. When 
these are situated, as they always should be, 
in the center of the street. the gas becomes 
mixed with the surrounding atmosphere and 
is so diluted that it rarely breeds disease. 

‘*There should not be a closed cap on a 
sewer anywhere inthe city, yet there are 
pienty of them.’’ 

Sewer Commissioner Southard admits that 
some of the openings are capped, but this tis 
done at thespecial request of people living in 
the vicinity of them. 


The Fountain Don’t Play. 


The public fountainat Franklin and Lef- 
fingwell avenue has not been running for the 
past six montbs, and as there is considerable 
traffic in that vicinity there have been nu- 
merous complaints by owners of teams and 


vehicles of being compelled to use the pumps 
in the neighborhoo. to water their horses. 

This morning Gen, B. Farrar and Mr. Con- 
rad called on Water Commissioner Holman to 
ascertain why the flow of water had been 
discontinued. Mr. Holman was not in, but 
his assistant Informed them that some boys 
had removed the cap from the outflow 
pipe and stopped it up with pebbles. Gen. 
Farrar claims tnatthe official was very dis- 
courteous inhis repliesto them,and gave 
thein no satisfaction whatever as'to the time 
the water would be again turned on. 

Partiesin the vicinity areof the opinion 
thatthe saloons infront of which the two 
pumps are located are largely interested in 
keeping the fountain shut down. 


Repairing of Mill Creek Sewer. 

The repairing of Mill Creek Sewer is to be 
let out by special contract. 
who have the yeariy contract with the city 
for sewer repairs addressed a communica- 


tion to Sewer Commissioner Southard on the 
28th inst. in which they protested against 
this work being let out toany other parties. 
Mr. Southard told them their letter was 
rather premature as he had written thema 
communication to proceed atonce with the 
work. Onthe 28tha communication was re- 
ceived from Mr. Shea,one of the firm, in 
which he asks the Sewer Department to let 
the work out,as they have* other broken 
sewers torepairanda delay might occur if 
they were compelled to do this work. 


Blocking the Sidewalk. 

A committee of citizens representing prop- 
erty owners along Franklin avenue called on 
Acting Mayor Walbridge to-day to remon- 
strate against the continuance of the permit 


granted to John J. Bowlin at Twentieth 
street and Franklin avenue to block the side- 
walk. The committee consisted of Gen. B. 
Farrar, John E. McKinney, J. W. Riley and 
George Murmann. Mr. Bowlin is a grocer 
and it is claimed by these gentlemen that he 
unnecessarily obstructed the sidewalk in 
front of his premises with barrels, boxes and 
truck of all kinds. Col. Walbridge said that 
he would see that no more permits of this 
kind would be issued while he was Acting 
Mayor, but as the permit to Bowlin had been 
issued by Mayor Noonan he could not well 
revoke it, but would call His Honor’s atten- 
tion to the matter on his return.

A FIERY SERPENT. 


Strange Sight Witnessed by an Atlantic 
Steamoer’s Crew. 


NEw York, July 30.—One of the strangest 
phenomena ever witnessed at sea was de- 
scribed by Capt. Thompson of the Anchor 
Liner Trinacinca, which arrived from Medl- 
terranean ports, and also by Pilot Sullivan of 
the David Carl, No. 10, who brought the 
steamship into New York. It was in brief au 
earthquake shock at seaon July 25, followed 
by the appearanceinthe sky ofa huge flery 
serpent, which stretched fromthe zenith to 
the horizon. Pilot Sullivan wags on board 
the David Carl at the time, as the steamship 
had not then been sighted. The boat was in 


the vicinity of George’s Shoals, south of Cape 
Sable. An earthquake shock from the north- 
west was feit at 7 o’clock in the evening, 
oe about six seconds. The vibrations 
caused the pilot boat totremble, but the sea 
remained calm, The shock was unmis- 
mo Yaad that of an earthquake. The pilot 
said: 

‘*Hardly had the shock subsided when a 
streak of light was seen extending from the 
zenith to the northwest horizon in the form 
ofa huge serpent. There it gradually tapered 
from the head which appeared to be reared 
high in the air, tothe tailnear the horizon, 
It iasted tor more than three-fourths of an 
hour and then gradually disappeared.’’ 

Capt. Thompson ofthe Trinacinca says he 
saw the flery serpent also atthe same hour, 
7p. m., July 25. His vessel was then in lati- 
tude 40 deg. 47 min., longitude 65 deg. 9 min. 
or about sixty miles distant from the pilot 
boat’s position. Capt. Thompson says he 
saw what appeared to bea flery cloudin the 
northwest. It resembled at first a forked 
streak of lightning. Gradually it assumed the 
form ofan immense serpent, and as if further 
to carry out the delusion, the serpent 
began to coll itself lke an enormous 
spring. hen the head reared itself as ir his 
snakeship had been disturbed and was about 
to strike his flery tangs into his opponent. 
There were 297 passengers on board includ- 
ing thirty howling Dervishes, who will illus- 
trate the faith of Mohammed at the World’s 
Fair. ‘Ihe passengers ali crowded to the rall 
to witness the strange sight and the 
Dervishes, takingitfor a manifestation of 
Allah, began to pray with their face’ toward 
the north. The vessel’s barometer had sunk 
from 29.39 to 29.29 and heavy tide rips, or 
short, choppy waves, siapped the vessel, 
though there was almost no wind. The shock 
was felt very slightly on board the Trina- 
cinca. The serpent in the sky lasted an 
hour and gradually faded. Capt. Thompson

TO SET HIM RIGHT. 


An Effort to Square Gubernatorial 
Candidate Warner With Catholics, 


MISSION OF FATHERS DALTON AND PHE- 
LAN OF KANSAS CITY TO 8T. LOUIS, 


A Conference Which Was Held in One of 
the Rooms vf the Lindell Hotel— 
Warner’s Report on the Admission of 
New Mexico—The Two Priests Not 
Very Communicative. 


From certain facts which developed last 
evening it is evident that Maj. William War- 
ner of Kansas City, the Republican nominee 
for Governor, has not prolonged his stay in 
St. Louis for the sole purpose of recuperat- 
ing. Amore plausible theory of his presence 
hereis thathe and his campaign managers 
are engaged inan effort tobring about an 
understanding between Maj, Warner and the 
Catholics of the State. 

WARNER’S ALLEGED OFFENSE. 

During Maj. Warner’s two terms in Con- 
gress he took occasion to antagonize the 
Catholics of the United States by affixing his 
signature to areport made by a committee 
of which he was a member, ap- 
pointed by Congress to consider the ap- 
plication made by New Mexico for admission 
tothe Union. The adverse report dwelt on 
the ignorance and superstition of the people 
and their consequent unfitness for self-gov 
ernment, citing as an instance of their ignor- 
ance and superstition the erection of crosses 
in the field to make the grain grow. Praying 
for rain, etc., were referred to among other 
pecullarities characteristic of the natives. 
The Catholics of the United States, and 
especially those of Missouri, became very in- 
dignant over this report, and their religious 
journals paid Maj. Warner their respects. 
As Maj. Warner did not seek renomination at 
the expiration of his term in 1890 the matter 
was dropped. The Republicans having seen 
fit to renominate him as their candidate for 
chief executive, the Catholics have 
not forgotten his action in Congress, 
and they are being continually re- 
minded of his New Mexico report by 
the journals of that faith. Maj. Warner 
has come to the conclusion that something 
must be done to heal matters over, and 
that he is here for that purpose is generally 
believed by quite a number other than Re- 
publicans. 

When Maj, Warner arrived in St. Louls 
Thursday morning from Sedalia he was ac- 
companied by State Committeeman Kerens, 
Congressman Hoar of Michigan, Secretary 
Hall of the Executive Committee and Col. 
Fred Schuarte. Although it was given out 
that Maj. Warner had only come to St. Louis 
to rest up, the appearance, however, of Rev. 
Father Phelan of St. Patrick’s Church and 
Rev. Father Daltonof Sacred Heart Church, 
Kansas City, created something of a different 
impression. The reverend gentlemen pro- 
ceeded at once tothe Lindell Hotelfrom the 
Union Depot and were assigned to room 
No. 3830. After the supper hour had 
passed, they made a call on Maj. 
Warner in his room, No. 12, where they also 
met Col, Schuarte and Mr. R. C. Kerens. The 
supposition is that as the clerical gentlemen 
are among the most infinential priests in the 
State, and were born and raised in St. Louts, 
a conference was held with the hope of 
bringing about an understanding between 
the Republican candidate for Governor 
and the Catholics of the State. 
Fathers Dalton and Phelan are  »per- 
sonal friends of Maj. Warner, and wiil 
do everything in their power to bring 
about an amicable adjustment of affairs. 
Later in the evening Father Dalton accom- 
panied Mr. Khernestohis office in the Oriel 
Bullding, where copies of the Congressional 
Record were closely examined, showing Maj. 
Warner’s record while a member of Con- 
gress. Yesterday anothér significant move 
was’ made that tends to substantiate the true 
mission of the clerical visitors. While 
Fathers Dalton and Phelan make frequent 
Visits to St. Louis, they never, it Is said, pay 
their respects to Rev. Father D,S. Phelan,the 
editor of the Western Watchman, for reasons 
best known to themselves. On yesterday, 
however, acall was made at the Watchman 
Office, but Rev. Phelan wasin 8t. Paul, and 
they left the office without stating the object 
of their visit. As the Watchman has been 
continually referring to Maj. Warner’s views 
of the Catholic religion, and considering the 
fact that Fathers Dalton and Phelan have 
not been in the habit ofcallingatthe Watch- 
man Office, their visitatthis particular time 
is thought to have special signifiance. 

NOT INCLINED TO TALK. 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter accosted Father 
Phelan in the rotunda of the Lindell Hotel 
last night and asked him if it was not a fact 
that he was here in the interest of Maj. War- 
ner. He replied that he had nothing to say, 
but to see Father Dalton. When that gentie- 
man was seen he was wenn ay 4 in a hurry 
to fillan engagement, although he took the 
time to state that he was not nere to takea 
hand in politics, and while he  ad- 
mitted that he haa met all of 
the prominent St. Louls RepubDlicans,. he 
denied being here to bring about any Kind of 
understanding between his people and Maj. 
Warner. At this juncture of the conversa- 
tlonacad was driven tothe side door of the 
hotel, and Fathers Dalton and Phelan, ac- 
companied by Col, Schuarte, drove hurriedly 
away. 

Maj. Warner Is still in the city, but the des- 
perate attempts made by the St. Louis press 
to getan audience with him during yester- 
a and to-day, have proven barren of re- 
sults.

GOLD EXPORTS. 


Over $4,000,000 Shipped From New 
York Yesterday. — 


NEW YORK, July 30.—Wall street had looked 
for heavy engagements of gold yesterday for 
shipment to Europe, and the expectation 
proved to be well founded, Altogether 
$4,060,000 was taken at the Sub-Treasury, and 
allexcept $100,000 of this, which was des- 
tined for Canad@a, was bound for Europe. 
The exporting firms and the amounts they 
took on European account were: Lazard 
Freres, $1,200,000; Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & 
Co., $1,000,000; Ladenburg, Thalman & Oo., 


$500,000; Von Hoffman & Co., $750,000; Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co,, $500,000. This gold will be shipped 
on to-day’s outgoing steamers. 

Only $750,000 of the gold was withdrawn on 
gold certificates. he rest was taken on 
greenbacks and treasury notes. Recently 
there had been an increase in the gold re- 
serve of the Treasury, and it stood yesterday 
morning at $113,650,000. That figure will, of 
course, be reduced by the amount ofthe 
shipments, less the sum secured on certifi- 
cates, and the result will be a. total reserve 
Slightly below that on hand when the banks 
began the policy of refusing gold certificates 
to intending exporters and giving them 
greenbacks and Treasury notes, 

Said one shipper yesterday: ‘We have all 
avoided shipments during the last two weeks 
and held off to the last minute before ship- 
ping now, but the condition of the exchange 
Mir Ret would not permit any further delay. 
We hope this will end the shipments for the 
season, but it is impossible totell yet. We 
expect a falling off of exchange next week.’’

Itis 
the same with Mr, Cleveland, He gave the 
country a safe administration before and 
doubtless would again. As a consequence on 
election day a good many from both parties 
will go fishing and not vote at all. Person- 
ally I do not think either Mr. Harrison or Mr. 
Cleveland will secure a majority of the elec- 
toral votes, as I think Weaver will get 
enough to prevent it. In that event the elec- 
tion wouid be thrown into the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Mr. Cleveland would be 
chosen.

Hon. J. C. Normile, Judge of the St. Louis 
Criminal Court: 


Circumstances which we believe to be unprece- 
Gented in the history of criminal justice in Mis- 
souri compel a majority of the members of the Jul 
Grand-jury to appear before you and to protest mos 
earnestiy against being required to serve any fur- 
ther as members of that body. To continue longer 
in the service would be dishonorable to ourselves; 
and to remain silent when we have knowledge ofa 
prostitution of the machinery of your court would be 
&@ wrong against you and a crime against the public. 

When our jury was organized several weeks ago a 
majority of its members entertained the belief that 
while the examination of jail cases and bonded cases 
was an important part of the work before us, the in- 
yestigation of offenses In the conductof publie af- 
fairs in this city and the bringing of such offenders to 
justice was imperatively demanded of us. The crime 
of the private citizen affecting the rights of another 
private citizen cannot of course be overlooked 
end must be punished, but the crime of a 
public official against the interests of an entire com- 
munity makes special demand on the service of 
Grand-jurors, because no private citizen can be ex- 
pected to take upon himseif the investigation and 
punishment of strictly public offenses. The people 
of St. Louis have astrong impression that system- 
atic fraud marks the administration of some of the 
State and city departments, and we who present 
this report to Your Honor have gvod reason 
to believe that impression to becorrect. We early 
found. however, that although we were inthe ma- 
jority, our efforts inthe directionof exposing this 
character of wrong were to be systematically 
thwarted by a minority of our body, who openly or 
covertiy.-vuppesed any investigation of this kind. 
While deploring this conduct’ we felt that we had 
nothing todo butte submit;and hadthe policy of 
obstruction stopped there we would not now be be- 
fore you, buton yesterday, in your Honor’s verv 
presence, this policy of obstruction took the form of 
an overt act of insolence to this court and of defiance 
to a majority of our jurr. 

Several days ago the jury heard evidence which re- 
sulted in the finding of a true bill against a defend- 
ant whose guilt was discovered during the examina- 
tion of another case. When we submitted our 
partial report one day later it was suppose! by those 
who voted for the bill that this was one of the papers 
handed your Honor, Finding nextday thatit had 
been held back by the Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, we instructed him to prepare the paper forth- 
with and yesterday morning we entered this court 
with the purpose of reporting that indict- 
mentand three others, Upto this time nota word 
had been said In the Grand-jury room suggestive of 
canceling the indictmentin question. Butafter ar- 
riving in courtand without offering any reason for 
his course, a juror deliberately withdrew from the 
batch of indictinents the particular paper referred 
to. placed it in his ket, andafter reporting the 
balance of the bills, hurried out of court. 

When it is stated thatthe manaffected by the in- 
dictment is a city official and is generally recognized 
as belonging to whatisknownas the ‘‘push,’’ this 
hish-handed proceeding becomesall the more sig- 
nifleant. When such actions are possible and when 
such brazen conduct can block the machinery of 
which we area part, this Grand-jury is power.ess 
for further public good. Weare, therefore, making 
but a reasonable request in asking you to discharge 
us from further service. We recognize that this pro- 
ceeding is anomalous, but we plead thatthere is no 
other way by which the facts can be brought to the 
knowledge of those who havea rightto know them 
and who are injured bry them. 

It nas been charged that the methods prevailing in 
connection with the administration of the criminal 
laws and ordinances of this-State and city are loose 
and at times suggestive of corruption. If the case 
we have detailed can be allowed to pass without con- 
demnation there will be no further doubt as to the 
proof of this allegation.

AS IT LOOKS TO-DAY. 


A Glance at the Situation in National Pol- 
itica—Figures for Frophets. 


Here is a summary of present conditions in 
national politics: The so-called Southern 
States have 159-votes in the Electoral College. 
These, with the 67 votes of Connecticut (6), 
Indiana (15), New Jersey (10) and New York 
(36) make a total of 226 for the Democratic 
candidates, or three more than the 223 neces- 
sary to elect. 

But the Harrison sepublicans claim that 
Harrison carried Indiana and New York in 
1888 and can carry them again this year. This 
claim ignores the marked changes that have 
occurred since the last Presidentia: election. 
Mr. Cleveland is stronger than he was four 
years ago—Mr. Harrison is weaker, The fight 
against Mr, Cleveland within his 


own party has been fairly fought 
eut, and those who were his ap: 
ponents are honestly, earnestly and will b 
enthusiastically in favot of his election. Tho 
New York Democracy has been solidified by 
threats of Force bills, prepared and urged on 
Congress by the notorious John I, Davenport 
whose armed rufians have arrested wit out 
warrant hundreds of honest workingmen and 
legal voters at the polls in this city at every 
election in which he has found authority to 
take part. 

The business community has been dis- 
gusted with the surplus squandering, the 
general profiilgacy and the McKinleyism of 
the administration. Reformers who sup- 

rted Harrison four years ago are scandal 
zed by the connection of the Wanamakers, 
Raums and Elkinses with the administra- 
tion, by the abuse of civil service rules, by 
the Presidential nepotism and by the unr 
scrupulous use made of the Federal tronr 
age to secure Mr. Harrison’s nomination.

Sensational Developments in Arkansas 
Politics, 


REPUBLICANS AND PEOPLE’S PARTY IN 
SECRET ALLIANCE. 


Claims of Independent Action Refuted by 
a Letter From Col. Whipple—Oleve- 
Jand Congratulates Editor Howell on 
His Democracy—Ovation Tendered to 
Champ Clark—Political News. 


LirtLm Rook, Ark., July 80.—col. W. M. 
Fishback, Democracy’s candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and Prof. Carnahan, the People’s 
party candidate, spoke at Salem, Fulton 
County, last Monday, Col. W. G. Whipple, 
the Republican candidate, was unable to be 
present, although a personal appeal was 
made by a representative Republican of 
Fulton County requesting him to meet the 
two opposing candidates on the stump. It 
was the first time in a political canvass that 
candidates for Governor had ever made 
an appointment in Fulton County for 
the reason that itis a mountainous country, 
portions of which are mountainous and far 
removed from the railroad.

ty. in which it was stated that the Democrats

He hasa 
massive and symmetrical head, thatched 
with hair almost raven black; dark gray 
eyes look out from somewhat jutting. eye- 
brows ; and his face is strong and determined. 
He was working in his shirt sleeves, and used 
gold eye- glasses. | 

Mr. Gompers told the Post-DispaTcn re- 
porter that he was very busy, as he had some 
important outside matters to look after, but 
he would cheerfully give the press a few min- 
utes time. 

WHY HE IS HERE. 

**You know, I suppose,’’ he began, ‘‘why I 
am here, There are next week the conven- 
tions of the International Brotherhoods of 
Carpenters and Joiners and Painters and 
Decorators; but there are also some 
local differences I have come in hopes 
of adjusting. For some months 
past the workingmen have desired 
a@ visit from me, but circumstances East have 
presented my compliance until now. I came 
in this morning, a day in advance, in order 
to be present ata meeting of the Federations 
to. night, which ls to be addressed by leading 
members of the Carpenters’ and Painters’ 
Brotherhoods as well as by myself.’’ 

‘*What local troubles have brought you 
here?’’ 

**The differences along your water front 
between marine firemen, Jongshoremen,etc., 
and the transportation companies. The ma- 
rine firemen have asked me here to see 
whether 1 cannot assist in adjusting the con- 
troversy. This is, I understand, the principal 
matter of a local character,’’ 

‘“*"Will you do anything in the mill men’s 
strike?’’ 

‘‘If my assistance is desired I will cheer- 
fully render it; otherwise it will be managed 
as heretofore. It is for the officers of the 
organizations directedly interested to deter- 
mine.’’ 

**How are the labor interests in St, Louls?’’ 

**From the reports that have come to me, I 
conclude that the movement is fairly pros- 
perous. The laboradvocates are active and 
zealous, and a good dealof earnestness per- 
vades all classes of the working peo- 
ple here, During the past year. there 
has been an increase of fully 20 per cent in 
the number of those belonging to the unions, 
and new unions are being constantly formed, 
I think you may say that the St. Louls advo- 
cates of organized laborare holding up the 
cause as well as their brethernin any city of 
corresponding size are doing, And in such 
controversies as they have had with employ- 
ers they have been as successfulasany. The 
strike against four great brewing companies 
had a very successful and satisfactory end- 
ing.’’ 

AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION ALL RIGHT, 

**Now, about Homestead?’’ 

**] want to say thatifit was the intention 
orthethought of the Carnegie Co. tocrush 
out organized labor in its war onthe Amal- 
gamated Association that design has com- 
pletely miscarried, for, as a matter of fact, 
there has not been since 1886 so generala 
movement toward organization all along the 
line as has prevailed since the affair at Uome- 
stead.’’ 

‘*and what about Berkman and Frick?’’ 

**] don’t know Berkman; didn’t know who 
he was; never saw him. All I Know of him 
is that he is reported to have. shot 
Frick. Any attempt to connect Berkman 
with us willof course fail. The men behina 
Berkman have no community with us. The 
two elements are antagonistic. The trades 
and labor men and the Anarclitsts are in 
deadly opposition. I understand that the 
Anarchists regard me as theirarch enemy. 
However, we don’t need to meet and formally 
disavow Berkman any more than we need 
get together and condemn Jack the Ripper 
and his methods. We can accomplish the 
ends of labor without a resort to dynamite or 
any other resource of assassins.’’ 

The proposition was heartily indorsed bya 
committee of St. Louls working people, who 
had come into theroom during the inter- 
view. 

‘*still,’’ continued Mr. Gompers, speaking 
very slowly and impressively, ‘‘I want dis- 
tinctly to say with whatever of condemna- 
tion the avowal will carry with it, that we 
are heartily in sympathy with the treatment 
the workmen at Homestead gave the Pinker- 
tons.

Mr. Von der Ahe’s Change of Policy 
in Regard to Players. 


OLD VETERANS NOW PREFERRED TO 
YOUNGSTERS OF PROMISE. — 


Strange Contrast to the Policy Which 
Was Pursued Under Comiskey’s Man- 
agement of the Team-—Players Who 
Became Famous on the Frowns—Races 
at South and East Side. 


The most characteristic feature of Chris 
Von der Ahe’s success as a base ball manager 
in the days when he handled the famous old 
four-time winners was the remarkable luck 
he had in picking up promising young players 
for all positions on the diamond and the 
rapid manner in which they developed into 
stars of the first magnitude. Of course, it 
has been claimed that most of the credit was 
due to Capt. Charley Comiskey, nevertheless 
even the latter will not deny that Chris in 
those days was firmly convinced that wili- 
ing youngsters were much preferable to 
stubborn high-priced stars. It has always 
been a secret, just who didthe selecting of 
the youngsters, but certain it is that Comis- 
key alone didthe developing. Some of the 
greatest artists that have ever graced the 
diamond, among whom were Bob Caruthers, 
Charley King, Jack Boyle, Dave Foutz, 
Nat’ Hudson, ‘‘s3horty’’ Fuiler, Billy 
Robinson, Tip O’Neil, Doc Bushong and 
Tommie McCarthy are all shining examples 
of his ability in this respect. Caruthers and 
Foutz were both secured up inthe Northwest, 
brought down here and under Comiskey’s 
careful handling developed intostars. Hud- 
son was an amateurin Chicago when brought 
here and King was a local boy, who had 
drifted outinto the Western League. Tommie 
McCarthy was playing with the Oshkosh Wis- 
consin State League team when Von der Alie 
captured him, and Bushoug, one of the great- 
est catchers that ever donned a mask, a short 
time previous to signing with the Browns, 
was refused a trial by Brooklyn, who after- 
wards paid thousands for his release. Boyle 
|} Was a Cincinnati amateur when St. Louis 
gave him an opportunity to distinguish him- 
self, and Billy Kobinson, Tip O’Neil and 
Curt Welch all secured their reputations 
while with the Browns. Those were the 
days when first-class ball players were in de- 
mand and enormous prices for them could be 
obtained. Every club in the coun- 
try was engaged in purchasing 
cracks, while Chris and Comiskey 
went in and captured the pennant three 
successive times with an aggregation made 
up of youngsters, who had been developed 
and trained under Comiskey’s management. 
Even after Foutz, Caruthers, Bushong, Glea- 
son and Welch had been disposed of and re- 
placed by untried youngsters, Comiskey 
pulled them together and for the fourth suc- 
cessive time captured the association pen- 
nant. This was a terrible blow tothe Brook- 
lyn Club, who bad paidin the neighborhood 
of $15,000 for Caruthers, Foutz and 
Bushong. In addition, however, to the 
money he secured for the trio, Chris 
replaced them with men,who played for one- 
half what they demanded. Since Comiskey 
left him Chris has not had much success asa 
finder and developer of young blood, In fact 
big Jack Stivetts is the only really good man 
heever signed without consulting Comis- 
Key. Stivetts was, it willbe remembered, 
captured by Chris in 1890, when ‘‘Commy’’ 
was up in Cnicago runbing the Brotherhood 
club there. It was notuntil last season, 
when ‘*‘Commy’’ came back here and again 
took charge, that Stivetts demonstrated
